This is a decision in response to the correspondence entitled Request for Reconsideration of 
Petition Under 37 CFR 1.47(a), filed May 18, 2009. The correspondence is properly treated as a 
renewed petition for withdrawal of abandonment under 37 CFR 1.181(a), as iterated infra . 

This Petition is hereby granted . 

Background 

The above -identified application became abandoned because of the Decision of the Board of 
Patent Appeals and Interferences, mailed September 30, 2008, and because the period for 
seeking court review of the Decision expired, and there are no claims allowed. The time for 
seeking review of a decision of the Board by the Court of Appeals for the Federal Circuit or the 
U.S. District Court for the District of Columbia is the same for both tribunals, that is, 2 months, 
or 2 months with the extension provided by 37 CFR 1.304 in the event a request for rehearing is 
timely filed before the Board, or as extended by the Director. See MPEP § 1216. Because the 
period for seeking court review of the Decision expired, and there are no claims allowed, the 
application became abandoned for failure to file a complete and proper reply to the final office 
action, mailed November 2, 2006. No complete and proper reply having been filed, the 
application became abandoned on February 3, 2007. A Notice of Abandonment was mailed 
December 10, 2008. 

The February 10, 2009 petition 

Applicant filed a petition to withdraw the holding f abandonment based upon non-receipt of the 
Board Decision under 37 CFR 1.181(a), which was dismissed in a Decision mailed March 16, 
2009, for failing to meet the requirements of a grantable petition under 37 CFR 1.181(a). 
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With the present renewed petition, Applicant has demonstrated non-receipt of the Office 
communication by a preponderance of the evidence. 

In view of the foregoing, the petition is granted . The holding of abandonment is hereby 
withdrawn. 

The application will be referred to Technology Center Art Unit 3738 for re-mailing of the Board 
Decision, and re-setting the period for reply.
